Even gray 
color is spread over all surfaces, with a mark on the nose and a 
scratch on the upper lip. 

1238 1895-0 XF 45 ANACS. The central areas are weakly struck as nor¬ 
mal for the issue and the surfaces lightly abraded with a few small 
rim bumps. 

1239 1895-0 XF 45 PCGS. VAM-3. Contact marks on the face, no detail 
to the breast feathers. Silver color, untoned. A nice example of this 
allusive date for the budget minded collector. 

1240 1895-0 AU 50 NGC. Minimally toned with scattered abrasions, the 
surfaces are free of excessive lack of detail. An important opportu¬ 
nity to acquire an AU survivor of this low mintage O-mint Morgan. 

1241 1895-0 AU 53 PCGS. A bit weakly struck in the centers, the other¬ 
wise brilliant surfaces show just a bit of light golden patina around 
the margins. An affordable example of this scarcer Morgan issue.

Nice matte surfaces toned to a cloudy silver 
color, light amber covering portions of each side. Light contact 
marks appear on the face.

An ascetically pleasing coin rippling with lus¬ 
ter, powder orange color appearing intermittently on the surfaces. 

1250 1897 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Sharp, deeply reflective 
surfaces, against which frosted design elements stand out well. Nice, 
original silvery fields on which there are no obvious abrasions. 

1251 1897-0—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF 45, brilliant with 
semi-prooflike fields; 1899—Scratched—ANACS, Unc Details, Net 
AU 50, brilliant, marred by a vertical scratch in the right obverse 
field; and an 1899 AU 58 ANACS, sharply struck.

1329 1861 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck in all areas, the mint luster is daz¬ 
zling and frosted. A pleasing near-Gem that is only a few small abra¬ 
sions from full MS 65 status. 

1330 1873 Open 3 AU 50 ANACS. A raised piece of metal and light 
scratches appear on the cheek, with additional scratches on the 
reverse. There are clash marks as well. 

1331 1885 MS 65 NGC. Dazzling prooflike deep golden fields, part of 
LIBERTY not struck up, and the R in DOLLAR double punched. 

1332 1886 MS 64 NGC. A nicely detailed example, with a magnificent 
semi-prooflike golden surface. Only 5,000 business strikes were 
produced.

1333 1845 AU 50 ICG. Pale gold color. Good obverse detail, the eagle 
somewhat flat from wear and indications of a disintegrating reverse 
die. 

1334 1853 AU 55 NGC. Ex: Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection. Light to mod¬ 
erate abrasions with acceptable definition and abundant luster. 

1335 1858 AU 50 ANACS. Scratches appear above STATES, with reverse 
rim disturbances from 4 o’clock to 5 o’clock. A scarce coin to find 
in AU and better grades. 

1336 1860 New Reverse AU 53 ICG. Pleasant golden-orange glow, with 
a single mark appearing in front of the nose. 

1337 1868-S XF 40 PCGS. A scratch appears under the right wing of the 
eagle, otherwise a pleasant coin glowing with good color and 
exhibiting even, modest wear. 

1338 1869-S XF 40 NGC. Subdued color from moderate wear, with no 
indication of weakness to the strike. A light scratch appears behind 
the bust. 

1339 1871-S MS 62 PCGS. Seldom seen in mint condition, only 22,000 
pieces were struck of this conditionally challenging S-mint (one of 
many from this era). This example shows uncharacteristically sharp 
definition in all areas, even the eagle’s left (facing) leg. The surfaces 
have a deep reddish patina over both sides. Perhaps this is a charac¬ 
teristic of many ‘71-S quarter eagles as the last MS 62 that we 
offered (back in 1993) also displayed a pronounced reddish col¬ 
oration.

An unobtrusive light scratch extends from the 
back of the neck to star 13. This is a scarcer quarter eagle date, even 
more difficult to acquire in grades exceeding XF. 

1342 1878-S MS 62 NGC. While the ‘78-S is the most available S-mint 
quarter eagle of the type, this is far from a common issue in absolute 
terms with 49 pieces certified in this grade with a mere 29 coins 
graded in higher conditions. Fully struck throughout, the surfaces 
are bright and lustrous with very few abrasions evident on either 
side. 

1343 1902 MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck, the rich reddish-golden surfaces 
show only a few small abrasions that prevent a full Gem grade.

1352 1867 AU 50 PCGS. A scarcer issue with a mintage of only 2,650 
coins. This specimen has warm golden glow and no contact marks of 
consequence.

1353 1834 Plain 4 XF 45 PCGS. Lustrous, with green-gold color, moder¬ 
ate abrasions, and some striking weakness in Liberty’s hair. 

1354 1835 XF 45 NGC. Light toning appears at the peripheries, with a 
scratch on the cheek and mark between stars six and seven. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1355 1843 AU 50 PCGS. Well struck with moderate wear. Nice golden 
glow to the surfaces. 

1356 1854 AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck with good portions of mint lus¬ 
ter still surrounding the devices. 

1357 1856 AU 58 NGC. While not one of the rarer No Motto fives, the 
1856 is occasionally available in high grades. This near-Mint exam¬ 
ple is well struck throughout with bright orange-gold surfaces and 
much of the original luster remaining. Only the smallest abrasions 
are present. 

1358 1859 XF 40 NGC. A scarcer date P-mint half eagle that is affordable 
in lower grades and even AU 50, but begins to be pricey in AU 55 
and better conditions.

The most noticeable mark is a shal¬ 
low scratch in the field behind Liberty’s trailing hair curls.

Even wear on a coin displaying bright 
golden color. A blip appears on the chin. 

1361 1878-S—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. A mark on the 
chin and light metal movement from the eye to the hair. Well struck, 
with good detail remaining. A scarce, late date San Francisco mint¬ 
ed half eagle. 

1362 1879 MS 60 PCGS. Light contact marks pepper the obverse, the 
reverse better and displays luster. 

1363 1881 -S MS 62 PCGS. Good color and detail. Two light scratches on 
the cheek are mentioned for accuracy. 

1364 1882 MS 62 NGC. Ex: Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection. Bright yellow- 
gold colpr with an adequate strike and light contact marks and luster 
grazes. 

1365 1883 MS 61 NGC. Reflective fields upon which appear matte sub¬ 
dued devices. A pleasant, problem free coin, moderately scarce in 
Mint State. 

1366 1884 AU 58 NGC. Yellow-golden color to a well struck coin, sharp 
with detail and void of any significant contact marks. 

1367 1885 MS 64 NGC. Golden lustrous mint bloom radiates from well 
preserved surfaces. A strong strike with excellent detail. 

1368 1886 AU 58 NGC. A gentle orange glow still permeates from this 
slight circulated coin. An edge distraction at 10 o’clock on the 
obverse and a mark on the jaw bone are worthy of mention. 


1369 1887-S MS 64 NGC. A bright specimen displaying nice original lus¬ 
ter. A difficult date to acquire in mint state grades. Population: 17 in 
64, 1 finer. 

1370 1888 MS 62 NGC. Moderately abraded with bright luster and a near¬ 
ly full strike. A low mintage (18,201 pieces), underappreciated issue 
that is quite scarce in grades of MS 62 and above. 

1371 1889 AU 58 NGC. Crisp golden color glows from the fields. Seldom 
encountered in AU and higher grades, the mintage is a mere 7,565 
coins for this date. 

1372 1891 MS 62 NGC. Bright golden luster with crisp detail. There is an 
interesting die break through RTY in LIBERTY. This date is difficult 
to obtain in mint state grades. 

1373 1892-S MS 61 PCGS. Pretty and bright original mint luster. Marks 
appear on the chin, with verdigris near the left wing. 

1374 1895-S XF 40 NGC. Quiet yellow color, with abrasions to the jaw, 
cheek, and in front of the eye. 

1375 1895-S AU 58 NGC. Good golden color. Mild contact marks for the 
amount of circulation. 

1376 1896-S AU 53 NGC. Crisp bright golden glow, modest wear, with 
fields speckled with light contact marks. A scarcer date, particularly 
challenging in higher states of preservation. 

1377 1897-S AU 55 NGC. A sparkling example, still shimmering with 
luster. Numerous light abrasions. The 1 has been obviously 
repunched. 

1378 1897-S AU 55 PCGS. An attractive yellow glow envelopes both 
sides. Marks of note appear on the cheek and behind the neck. 

1379 1897-S AU 58 NGC. Two abrasions to the chin, otherwise a nice 
coin with quiet surfaces. This date is difficult to obtain in AU and 
higher grades. 

1380 1902 MS 62 NGC. Pleasant unabraded surfaces displaying much 
mint luster.

1395 1913-S AU 58 NGC. Honest wear and good color. A scratch appears 
in front of the face.

1396 1843-0 XF 45 PCGS. Ex: Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection. Softly 
struck in the peripheral areas with abundant remaining luster and 
moderately abraded surfaces. 

1397 1844-0 AU 50 PCGS. A multitude of light marks appear on both the 
obverse and reverse of this well struck coin. The 1844-0 becomes a 
condition rarity in AU and above. 

1398 1848 XF 45 ANACS. Glowing color, some darker toning about the 
reverse circumference. A short light scratch on the cheek is men¬ 
tioned for accuracy. This is a scarcer Philadelphia Mint eagle of the 
1840s. 


1399 1848 AU 58 NGC. Subdued yellow surfaces, with a single signifi¬ 
cant mark appearing on the cheek. Eagles of this date seldom are 
encountered in grades exceeding XF. 

1400 1849 XF 40 PCGS. Bright golden color. A brockage appears at 12 
o’clock on the obverse. 

1401 1851 XF 45 NGC. Copper-golden color from moderate use, with 
light speckles in the field as well. This date becomes challenging to 
encounter in XF and higher grades. 

1402 1851-0—Graffiti—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Yellow gilt 
color, with letters lightly scratched in front of the face. 

1403 1852 XF 45 NGC. Pleasant yellow-golden fields, with rim distur¬ 
bances on the obverse at 7 o’clock and from 1 lo’clock to 2 o’clock. 

1404 1853 AU 58 NGC. An orange glow of original luster is retained on 
this nice coin. Most surviving examples grade XF or lower. 

1405 1854 XF 45 ANACS. Copper-red color lightly blends with golden 
surfaces to give a warm appearance to this coin. A mark appears 
below the eye. This date becomes a condition rarity in XF and high¬ 
er grades. 

1406 1856 XF 45 NGC. Bright yellow gold color, with a mark between 
star six and the coronet, another appearing on the lower neck. This 
is a scarce Philadelphia Mint eagle seldom encountered in XF or bet¬ 
ter grades. 

1407 1858-0 AU 58 NGC. Not the great rarity it once was, the ‘58-0 is 
now a more available No Motto issue after the discovery of a hoard 
in Jackson, Tennessee in 1985. However, it is still an important coin 
for date and type collectors. This piece has well defined central 
details (with some peripheral softness), and the green-gold surfaces 
are bright overall with good portions of soft mint luster remaining 
around the devices. 

1408 1871-S—Bent, Damaged—ANACS. Fine Details, Net Good 4. Dull 
gold color from use, with even wear, and a scratch from the eagle 
through the scroll. This is a rare date San Francisco Mint eagle, the 
mintage being 16,500 coins. This is a good opportunity for the bud¬ 
get minded collector to acquire a specimen of this important date. 


1409 1877-S XF 40 NGC. Subdued yellow color from light use and rea¬ 
sonable wear. There is a scratch below the eye and in front of the 
face. This date is seldom encountered in grades above VF. 

1410 1878 AU 58 NGC. Even wear on a nicely struck coin, the bust pep¬ 
pered with light contact marks. 

1411 1878-S XF 40 ANACS. Weakness to the scroll, otherwise even wear. 
A notable scratch appears between stars eight and nine. 

1412 1879 MS 61 NGC. A scratch appears in front of the neck, the sur¬ 
faces are peppered with light contact marks. Still attractive. 

1413 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. A clutter of contact marks appear on this sub¬ 
dued golden color coin. 


1414 1879-S AU 55 NGC, mark in front of the eye; and (2) 1879-S AU 58 
NGC, each still displaying modest luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

1415 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Nice yellow-gold surfaces peppered with light 
contact marks. This date becomes challenging to acquire in grades 
better than AU. 

1416 1880-CC XF 40 NGC. Brassy yellow appearance from circulation. 
Even wear with a significant lack of contact marks. A rare date Car- 
son City Mint eagle. 

1417 1880-S AU 58 NGC. Warm golden glow on well struck surfaces. 

1418 1881 MS 63 NGC. Beautiful original mint glow as when freshly 
struck. Good detail from a strong strike, although there are abrasions 
of note in the obverse field and a scratch on the nose. 

1419 1881 MS 64 NGC. Good detail and nice orange glow, with light but 
non-distracting contact marks. Population: 18 in 64, 0 finer. 

1420 1881-CC VF 35 PCGS. Marks appear in the left obverse field and on 
the face, with an obverse rim mark at 9 o’clock. 

1421 1882-S AU 50 PCGS. A vibrant reddish gold color warmly glows 
from the surfaces of this coin. A scratch between stars eight and nine 
is worth mentioning. 

1422 1883 MS 64 NGC. This fully lustrous example is bathed in golden- 
rose coloration that allows full appreciation of the frosty finish. The 
devices are sharply impressed in all areas, and the number of small 
abrasions is typically minimal for the assigned grade.

This date becomes difficult to obtain in high¬ 
er grades. Although PCGS has graded 53 in MS 62, only five have 
been graded higher (4/01). 

1425 1886 AU 55 PCGS, subdued brilliance; and (2) 1886 MS 61 NGC, 
each with mildly glowing surfaces, one with a scratch on the neck. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1426 1887 AU 55 NGC. Bright yellow surfaces peppered with light con- 

1427 1887 AU 55 ANACS. Flashy surfaces for a coin having seen some 
circulation. The detail is good, the fields are peppered with light con¬ 
tact marks.

1469 1856-S VF 35 NGC. Even wear and nice yellow color. No major dis¬ 
tracting contact marks. 

1470 1857-S XF 45 PCGS. Crisp golden color remains, the cheek and sur¬ 
face in front of the face are riddled with reeding contact marks. 

1471 1858-S AU 55 NGC. A scratch from star four to the nose is the only 
distraction on the otherwise semi-reflective surfaces of this nice 
specimen. This coin has the broken A in STATES; Breen says, “may 
exist.” 
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1472 1858-S AU 55 PCGS. A well defined example of this moderately 
scarce Type One issue. Each side is peppered with numerous small 
abrasions, but the only larger ones are a pair that are located at the 
top of the reverse. 

1473 1859-S AU 53 ANACS. Moderately abraded surfaces with remain¬ 
ing luster in the protected areas 

1474 1860-S XF 40 NGC. A smattering of contact marks appear on even¬ 
ly worn devices and fields. This is a nice example of one of the rarest 
dates from the San Francisco Mint. 


1475 1860-S XF 45 NGC. Facial blemishes appear on this desirable 
important date San Francisco Mint double eagle.
